I Ee rely stated, that the citadel, after enduring all the 
auiseries of a bombardment during a whole week, finally surrender- 
the 8th of September, oy :

tion of a place which had held out so long and so vigorously against 
the efforts of its besiegers—mounted our horses soon after sunrise, 
and set forth. The road by which we travelled was both seund and 
level, running through the pass of Irun, a narrow winding gorge. 
overhung on both sides by rugged precipices, which, in some places, 
are hardly fifteen yards apart. This we followed for about twelve 
miles, when, striking off to the left, we made our way, by a sort of 
cross-road, over hill and dale, till we found ourselves among the 
orchards which crowned the heights immediately above the town. 
We had directed our course thither, because a medical friend, who 
was left in charge of such of the wounded as could not be moved, 
bad taken up}]his quarters here in a large farm-house, which he 
had converted into a temporary hospital ; and to him we looke1 
for beds and entertainment. Nor were we disappointed ;—we 
found both, and both greatly superior in quality to any which had 
fallen to our [ot since we landed. 

The reader will easily believe that a man who has spent some of 

the best years of his life amid scenes of violence and bloodshed, 
must havé witnessed many spectacles highly revolting to the purest 
feelings of our nature ; but a more appalling picture of war passed 
by—of war in its darkest colours,—those which distinguish it when 
its dia 1s over—than was presented by St. Sebastian’s, and the coun- 
try in its immediate vicinity, [certainly never beheld. Whilst an 
army is stationary in any district, you are wholly unconscious of 
the work of devastation which is proceeding—you see only the 
hurry and pomp of hostile operations. But, whea the tide has 
rolled on, and you return by chance to the spot over which it has 
last swept, the effect npon your own mind is such, as cannot even 
be imagined by him, who has uot experienced it. Little more than 
a week had elupsed, since the division employed in the siege of St. 
Sebastian's had moved forward. Their trenches were not yet filled 
up, nor their batteries demolished ; yet the former had, in some 
places, fallen in of their own accord, and the latter were begining 
to crumble to pieces. We passed them by, however, without 
much notice. It was, indeed, impossible. not to acknowledge, that 
the perfect silence which prevailed was far more awful tnan the 
bustle and stir that lately prevailed there ; whilst the dilapidated 
condition of the convent, aud of the few cottages which stood near 
it, strippedas they were of roofs, doors, and windows, and per- 
forated with cannon shot, inspired us, now that they were deserted, 
with sensations somewhat gloomy. But these were trifling—a mere 
nothing, when compared with the feelings which a view of the town 
itself excited. 

As we pursued the main road, and approached St. Sebastian’s by 
its ordinary entrance, we were at first surprised at the slight de- 
gree of damage done to its fortifications by the fire ofour batteries. 
The walls and battlements beside the gateway appeared wholly 
uninjured, the very embrasures being hardly defaced. But the de- 
lusion grew gradually more faint as we drew nearer, and had to- 
(ally vanished before we reached the glacis. We found the draw- 
bridge fallen down. across the ditch, in such a fashion, that the 
cndeavour to pass it was not without danger. The folding gates 
were torn from their hinges, one lying flat upon the ground, and the 
other leaning against the wall ; whilst our own steps, as we moved 
along the arched passage, sounded loud and melancholy. 

Having crossed this, we fonnd ourselves at the commencement of 
what had once been the principal street in the place. No doubt it 
was, igits day, both neat and regular; but of the ‘houses, nothing 
more remained except the outward shells, which, however, appear- 
ed to be of an uniform height and style of architecture. As far as 
Lcould judge, they stvod five stories from the ground, and were 
faced with asort of free-stone, so thoroughly blackened and defiled 
as to be hardly cognizable. The street itself was, moreover, choak- 
ed up with heaps of ruins, among which were strewed about frag- 
ments of household furniture and clothing, mixed with caps, milita- 
ry accoutrements, round shot, pieces of shells, and all other imple- 
ments ofstrife. Neither were there warting other evidences of the 
drama, which had been lately acted here, in the shape of dead 
bodies, putrefying, and infecting the air w'th the most horrible 
stench. Of living creatures, on the other hand, not one was to be 
seen, not even a dogor a cat; indeed, we traversed the whole city,

TEONGE 8 JOURNAL.—F Ew of our friends, we are persuaded, 
will be sorry to turn to another slice of the worthy Chaplain’s Jour-

of Capt. Will. Houlding.” An. Dom. 1675, and July 20th of that 
year off Alicant—where we have the followiog romantic story. 

“On the east end stands the castle, upon a very high and 
steepe rock ; on way only leading to it, and that narrow and full of 
turnings. {It commaunds thejwhole towne, being so very much 
higher; and might batter it all downe with stones only, if they 
could be but throne over the castle wall. Tisinaccessible save only 
by that nurrow way that leads to it; in sa much when the Moores 
were driven out of the towne by the Spaniard, som of the Moores 
did, with a greate deale of difficulty, gett up into the castle, and 
kept it agaiust the Spaniard, and much anoyd the towne dayly. In 
a short space, the Moores in the castell were all dead, save only on; 
whoe himselfe kept the castle a whole yeare after all his compan- 
1ons were dead ; which the report is were 600. ‘This single Moore 
made severall traines of pouder, leading to severall parts of the 
castle; by which he could at bis pleasure fyre many gunns at once, 
or severally athis pleasure. The enemy (not doubting but that 
there was a cohsiderable number of men in the castle, and being 
constantly troubled to keepe a strict watch, for feare of their sally- 
ing out, and finding that they could nve way force it) hangs up a 
flagg of truce, and propounds honourable conditions. The Moore 
refuseth these, but makes articles farr more advantagious for him- 
selfe, and throes them over the castle wall; to which the enemy 
gladly yeelded, knowing no other way to have it in their possession. 
The gates being opened, tf single Moore appeares; they ask for 
the rest, and search, but find non at all ; causing much admiration,” 

We know of nothing in history to corroborate this trait of hero- 
ism; but it isnotthe worse for that, as history has its fables, quite 
as fertilely as romance. From Alicant, the good Frigott sailed for 
Malta, where some thing occurred very like the spirit manifested by our 
gallant tars during a more recent perigd; but we must touch at 
Carthage on our passage. 

* 28th—This morn wee com in vew of the Barbarian coats ; viz. 
Cape Marabott, on our starboard syde; the kingdom of Tunis, fa- 
mous for sorcerers.

‘* (Aug. 1)— This morn wee com neare Malta; or as twas called 
formerly Melitta, from the abundance of hony they have there,

particulars of Scanderoon itself are more entertaining, and conse- 
quently more for our purpose.

About this date we meet with two incidents, which we copy as be- 
ing characteristic of the manners of the period, namely, the accounts 
of two officers’ promotion, and of a Christmas revel.

The dress intended to be worn by the Nobie Duke on this 
occasion is so costly and superb, that it is said to eclipse the celeb- 
rated ancient Hungarian jacket worn by the elder Prince Ester- 
hazy at the coronation of his present Majesty. 

It is runroured, in the political circles, that Parliament will be 
dissolved at the close of the present short session, in ofder that the 
new Parliament may assemble in November next. 

Mr. Martin, of Galway, has given notice of the following motion, 
for the 13th of May next: * Tu increase tne salaries annexed to 
the great offices of state, and to high judicial situations of the coun- 
try, so as to render them more adequate to the labour and impor- 
tance of the duties to be discharged, and more worthy of the justice 
and liberality of the nation.” 

By the Colombian tariff, the staple manufacture of England, cot- 
ton clothes, is admitted in Colombian vessels at an ad valorem duty 
of 10 per cent. ; in British vessels, of 17 1-2 percent. Silks at 16 
and 22 1-2 respectively. With an enlarged and liberal view to that 
which constitutes the moral furce of natious, the acquisition of know - 
ledge is facilitated by a free admission from foreign countries of 
'ooks in every language. Vaps, pictures, philosophical instruments, 
atitues, medals, &c. are likewise admitted freely. 

The total value of silk goods made in France does not exceed 


| £4,200,000, of which about £1,100,000 is exported, the trade hay- 


ing of late diminished, 

Letters from Berlin state, that the good effect of the recognition 
of the South American States by England 1s much felt there. Wool 
has risen 25 per cent. in consequence. 

The silk trade appears to be making progress in Newcastle and 
the neighbourhood : a factory of moderate size is in the course of 
erection in that town; the foundation of another is expected to be 
laid ina few days, at'Knutton, in the immediate vicmity; and at 
Chesterton, a building heretofore employed for a different purpose 
has been converted into workshops for throwing silk. 

On Tuesday week the Lord Chancellor, in giving judgment in the 
case Kinder v. Taylor, said, that, with regard to the legality of the 
various companies lately formed, he considered, that if they acted 
as corporations they were liable to be indicted as nuisances at com- 
mon law, and were not subjected merely to the statute of 6th Geo. 
I, under which it had been questioned, whether acting as a corpora- 
tion did, per se, make any company subject to the penaities of that 
statute, except they had opened subscription booksand books for trans- 
ferringshares in the manner mentioned inthe recital of that act. His 
Lordship added, that the people ought to know,that whatever stipula~ 
tionthey might insertin their deeds of copartnership, torelieve them 

from any respousibility beyond their shares, yet they were answer- 
able to the public to the amount of all their property, and all they 
ever would have, 

At the Sussex Assizes, two fellows, named Holden and Gardner, 
were convicted, oa the clearest evidence, of sending a letter te the 
Rev. Mr. Cariwright, charging him with an infamous crime, for 








the purpose of extorting money. The learned Judge very properly 
complimented the reverend prosecutor on his firmness in the affair, 
and sentenced the miscreants to transportation for life. 

A very singular and rare gold coin of Richard I[I, in fine preser-~ 
vation, was lately discovered in an ancient house in Devon, and which 
was unknown by the late Mr. Rudall, the celebrated writer on 
British coins, and hitherto not described in medallic history. The 
piece is very similar to and the full size of Richard's angel ; but the 
R in the last syllable of his name is omitted, and the letters are mis- 
placed in the last word on the reverse; there is also an abridgment 
different from the angels that have been described to historical ac- 
counts, The legendsare as follows: Obverse, ““Ricap pi Gra x 
AnGu.z. Franc.” Reverse. * Per Cruce x rua x Satva Nos 
XPC x REpEnMP.” ‘This curious coin is now in the possession of 
Mr. S. Woolmer, of Exeter. 

In order to encourage the breeding of horses in France.a decree 
has been published, which regulates the places of holding races, 
and establishes the prizes to be run for.— Accounts from Spata state, 
that mines of gold aud silver have lately been discovered in the 
valley of Santa Anna, in Estremadura, and that the King has given 
orders not only to allow, but to encourage the labours and researcheg 
of those who addict themselves to tiiose pursuits. 

The following inscription iz written in large characters over the 
principal gate of the city of Agra, in Hindostan : ‘‘ In the first year 
of the reign of King Julief, two thousand married couple were se- 
parated, by the magistrate, with their own conseat. The Emperor 
was so indignant on learning these particulars, that he abolished the 
privilege of divorce. In the eourse of the following year, the num- 
ber of marriages in Agra was less than before by three thousand; 
the number of adulteries was greater by seven thousand; three 
hundred women were burned alive for poisoning their husbands; 
seventy-five men were burned for the murder of their wives; and 
the quantity of furniture broken and destroyed in the interior of 
private families amounted to the value of three millions of rupees 
‘The Emperor re-established the privilege of divorce.” 

The Government of the Netherlands has Jately cast at the iron- 
works of Siraing, the head of the immense lion that is to ornameat 
the grand national monument on the plains of Waterloo. The 
weight of the head alone is 5,0001b, or nearly 24 tons ; the weight 
of the entire lion wili be 60,000lb. or nearly 30 tons Enclish.—tIt 
has been remarked, with justice, of the steam-engine, in the last 
number of the Quarterly Review, that nothing is too great, nothing 
too small for this wonderful machine, which, like preboscis of 20 
elephant, can tear up an oak and pick upa pin; can forge, with 
equal ease, the heaviest anchor, and punch the eye of the finest 
needle ; can twist the largest cable, draw out a fibre as delicate ag 
the gossamer, and drag a first-rate man of war over the ocean ; tra- 
versing the seas against winds and tides, and thus bring nations near- 
er to each other, by quickening their intercourse, and rendefing it 
more fixed and certain.x—The Emperor of Russia has presenteda 
very handsome diamon ring to Captain Stonehouse, of the Eaglish 
brig Para, of London, and has had a medal struck in his honour, for 





having saved the life of a Russian officer aid several sailors during 
the late inundation,

The Songs of Greece, from the Romaie Text, edited by M. C. Faurt- 

el, with <idditions. Translated into English Verse, by C. Brinsley 

Sheridan. i2mo. pp. 313. London 1825. Longman and Co. 

& The profits of this Volume are given to the Society for the Promo- 
tion of Education »» Greece’’—is the Epigraph to this publication, 
and would disarm Criticism, were it ever so much provoked by bad 
writing or offensive principles : but even upon their own merits, 
these Songs possess very high pretensions. ‘T'he task of translating 
them, by no meansan easy one, has been ably performed ; and, in | 
their original state, they present a very novel ficld of poetical 
thought and imagery. 

The volume is divided into—Part 1. Historical Songs: 1. Of the 
Klephtai ; 2. Miscellaneous Ballads.—Part Il. Ideal : 1. Romantic 
Ballads ; 2. Domestic Songs ; 3. Holiday Carols ; 4. Nuptial Songs ; 
§. Distichs current on the Coast and Islands :—and Part III. Recent 
Odes of Greek Literati. 

The historical division forms nearly the only annals of the Greeks 
during the last century and a half, which are valuable on that ac- 
count. They generelly relate to the exploits of the Klephts in 
resisting the bloody tyranny of Turkish oppressors ; and of these 
heroes, Mr. Sheridan draws a picture which would prove them 
worthy of figuring in a New Iliad. 

“ The Klephts,” says he,“ were hardy to a degree scarcely cre- 
dible to more effeminate nations. They had uo fixed encampment ; 
wandering in summer among the higher, in winter, over the lower 
mountainous regions ; but they always had a spot for rendezvous 
and occasional sojourn, call’d Limert, situated near the Armatolik, 
from which they had been driven. Their forms, majestic with 
conscious valour, or gaunt with hunger, hovering by moonlight 
around their former possessions, must have appeared like spectres 
haunting the scene of all that was dearest to them in life. When 
not engaged in an expedition, their chief resource for amusement 
was found in martial games, and particularly in firing at a mark. 
Constant practice in this led to a surprising degree of skill. By 
daylight they could strike an egg, or even send a bail through a 
ring nearly of the same diameter, at a distance of 200 paces; and 
in the most pitchy darkness, they could hit an enemy, directed only 
by the fash of his musket, which they appropriately called return- 
ing his fire. 

* The activity of their limbs equalled the correctness of their 
eye. Niko-Tzaras could jump over scven horses standing abreast ; 
and others could clear, at one leap, three waggons filled with thorns, 
to the height of eight feet. Their powers of abstinence were not 
Jess surprising ; and a band of Klephts have been known to combat 
during three days and nights, without either eating, drinking, or 
eleeping : an instance of this may be found in the 29th Ballad of 
the first Class and Part. Pain found their courage as untameable 
as thirst and hunger; although every Klepht taken alive was in- 
evitably subjected, before the relief of death, to the most dreadful 

and protracted tortures. There is but one record, that of Katzan- 
toni, whose mind had been previously subdued by long sickness, 
of a Klepht evincing even apparent consciousness of what he suifer- 
ed. 
Phe other branches into which the Songs are divided, our quo- 
tations will sufficiently illustrate ; und we shall, therefore, without 
farther comment, proceed to what must be more agreeable to our 
readers, though the Klephtai example with which we begin is a 
very brief one. It is an inscription on the sabre * of Kontoghiauni : 
* Let bim who courts not kings, but death 
Who loves the fre2, and leads the brave ; 
Whose only life is honour’s breath ; 
Possess in trust this Grecian glaive.”” 








“ At Salonika’s gate there sat 
A youth whose Jute was strung 
With silver wire, and edged with gold, 
And thus the lover sung ; 
While o'er the gilded balustrade 
His listening mistress hung ; 
And well she might, for he who woo'd

* The Lover’s Last Directions” is a remarkable speaimen of Ce- 


phaloniote superstitions: the second line is interpolated by the

“ Come quick, when told that [ am sick, 
Or thou wilt come in vain ; 

Observe the words I tell thee now, 
And we may meet again.

The Greeks.—Accounts from Napoli di Romania, Cephalonia, 
and Zante, published in the London Courier of the 21st April, con- 
cur in stating, that the troops which landed at Modon, from the 
Egyptian squadron, were completely beaten by the Greeks. A 
great partof them were killed, many taken, and the remainder 
were closely hemmed in. This squadron consisted of 7 frigates, 9 
brigs, and other vessels, containing 8000 troops ; among which, there 
were anumber of Europeans, particularly Frenchmen. A gene- 
ral of the latter nation was taken prisoner by the Patriots. The 
Turks were said to have another fleet of 200 sail at Candia, and 
that 50,000 men were encamped in the environs of Larissa. The 
Greeks are described as behoiding these formidable preparations, 
without the least dismay.
